Jesus makes the way very close 
and plain when He says, ‘*Not 
every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall- enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven.’’ (Matt. 7:21.) 1 
do not see how people can be 
doing the will of the Father and 
take medicine, when the Father 
has arranged for their healing by 
the power of God. Then if it is 
not His will for His people to 
take medicine, and they go on 
and do it against His will, they 
surely forfeit their right to the 
kingdom of heaven. Following 
this analogy it is not out of place 
to say that when a person that 
is filled with the Holy Ghost re- 
sorts to medicine in time of sick- 
ness he is fallen from grace. 
The Lord’s people are expected 
to trust God for both healing and 
health, and if they wre tried and 
tested they should still trust 
God. - 

Roy Miller said, ‘‘Papa, if I 
cannot live for Jesus, I can die 
for Him, I will not take medi- 
cine.’’ He died and went to 
glory, but he did not take medi- 
cine, Since that time many of 
our people have been transplanted 
to glory with a similar faith and 
trust in God. 


It has always occurred to me 
that if God had intended for 
His people to take medicine, 
He would have told them todo 
it. But there is not a verse or 
a line in the Scripture that gives 
the least hint that Ged intends 
for His saints to use remedies. 
If it is contrary to His Word and 
contrary to His will for us to 
take medicine then we dishonor 
His name to resort to remedies. 

When the lame man that sat 
at the Beautiful gate was healed, 
Peter answered the gazing crowd 
by saying, ‘‘Ye men of Israel, 
why marvel ye atthis? or why 
look ye so earnestly on us, as 
though by our power or holiness 


we had made this man to walk? 


The God of Abraham, and Isaac, 
and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son 
Jesus.” (Acts. 3:12,13.) 

Some people seem to be afraid 
to trust-their bodies in the hands 
of God alone as if they thought 
medicine had more power than 
God. By such fears they dis- 
honor His name. I should rather 
think they ought to be afraid to 
trust anything else but God. It 
seems to me that people possess 
but very little of the grace of 
God if any at all, if they turn 
aside from the Lord’ and His 
way of healing and look to physi- 
cians and remedies. 

We read in the Bible of one 
person that resorted to medicine 





in time of sickness and he died. 
The record indicates that he died | 
because he resorted to medicine 
instead of trusting the Lord. 
believe there have been similar | 
cases in our day. When the!) 
test came they gave way, and) 
their relatives were not careful 
to hold them up 1m faith so they | 
called the physician. When 
he came he poured in_ the 
poison medicine and the Lord was 
grieved and soon they were gone. | 
The Lord’s people are expected 
to trust God for healing; and, if, 
after they have followed the di- 
rections given in the Bible God 
does not heal them, it is better 
to die than to disobey God and 
live. And it is certainly a 
gloomy picture to think of going 
into the presence of God doped 
up with medicine. 

I have heard some say that 
they could very easily trust the 
Lord for themselves, but they 
could not do it so well for their 
children, but I would much 
rather risk my children in the 
hands of God than under “the 
doctor’s care for him to dope 
with strong medicine that the 
human body was never created 
to receive or endure. [ would 
not want to run the risk of tak- 
ing the little ones out of the 
hands of God for healing when 
Jesus says, ‘‘Suffer little chil- 
dren to come unto me, and 
forbid them not: for of such is 
the kingdom of God.”’ (Luke 
18:16.) 

The child does not want the 
medicine. Its system revolts at 
the very appearance and taste of 
it, but the parents often hold it 
and force poison into it, and thus 
wrench it from the arms of Jesus 
who was striped for their heal- 
ing. 

God’s plan for us to be healed 
is given by the different writers 
of the Bible. James says that 
the sick shall call for the elders 
of the church, and let them pray 
over them and anoint with oil. | 
Jesus tells believers to lay hands 
on the sick and in either case thie |

Mark 16:18.) ‘The prayer of 
faith shall save the sick and 
the Lord shall raise him up.”

PAYING TITHES A BLESSING 


!' Did Not Have Its Beginning With The Law 
of Moses And Did Not End With it. 


Cheap Rent For All of God’s 


Some people seem to look at 
tithe paying as a kindof bondage. 
This is the wrong way to look at 


\it. Malachi, the last one of the 


Old Testament prophets declares 
that people who do not pay 
tithes are cursed with a curse. 
This expression of the prophet 
has been ignored by thousands of 
Bible readers. They have usu- 
ally tried to make it apply to 
the Jews or others and not to 
themselves. 

They remind me of the ex- 
perience of a certain preacher I 
read of several years ago. When 
he first went to his pastorate he 
began to preach about the aw- 
fulness of the sins of the Jews. 
His congregation liked him fine. 
Later on he began to preach 
about the sins of his own church 
and congregation. They became 
dissatisfied with him at once and 
appointed a committee to wait 
on him, They said to him, ‘‘We 
want you to continue to preach 


‘about the sins of the Jews. Do 


not tell us of our sins.’’ As he 
would not consent to their re- 
quirements, he was promptly dis- 
missed, 

People do not want to be 
pointed out and told that they 
are robbing God. David read 
out his own condemnation before 
the prophet said, ‘‘Thou art the 
man.’’ This brought him down 
to repentance. It made him 
feel very bad at the time, but it 
worked out for his good It 
hurts for the time being to be 
pointed out and condemned, but 
it will be a blessing to all who 
take it as David did. 

Malachi says you are cursed 
with a curse if you do not pay 
tithes. The opposite of curse is 
bless, so we readily see that if 
one is cursed if he does not pay 
tithes he will be blest if he 
With this brief 
analogy we conclude that paying 
tithes is a blessing to him who 
obeys this part of the Scripture. 
Then this same prophet continues 
by saying, ‘‘Bring ye all the 
tithes into the store house, thai 
there may be meat in thine 
house, and prove me now here- 


' with, saith the Lord of hosts, if 
‘I will not open you the windows 


of heaven, and pour you outa 
blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive  it.’’ 


8:10.) 


The paying of tithes did not 
have its origin with the law of 
Moses, but was practiced by 
Abraham and Jacob long before 
the law was given. It was only 
embraced in the law when the 
law was given. Abraham paid 
tithes to Melchisedek, and got 
blest at the same time, (Gen. 
1: :17—20,) four hundred years 
or more before Moses received 
the law at Mount Sinai. 

The law had its end at the 
coming of John the Baptist ac- 
cording to the statement of Jesus: 
‘‘The law and the prophets were 

until John: since that time the 
kingdom of God is preached, and 


| every man presseth into it,’’ 


Blessings. 


(Luke 16:16.) But the tithe 
paying did not stop there, it had 
the endorsement of Jesus long 
after that. 

Jesus told the Pharisees that 
they ought to pay tithes, and 
surely He would not have done 
this if the tithing system had 
stopped with the law, and the 
law stopped at the beginning of 
John’s ministry. I’m sure Je- 
sus was far from mocking the 
Pharisees by telling them they 
ought to pay tithes when that 
system was out of order and 
dead. (Luke 11:42.) This very 
expression of Jesus is a proof 
that the tithing system did not 
stop when the law stopped. 

In rehearsing the things of the 
law that were.blotted out by 
Jesus, Paul names the meats 
and drinks, holy days, new 
moons, and sabbath days, (Vol. 
2:16.), but nowhere does he say 
the tithing system was blotted 
out. The things that were blot- 
ted out were some things that 
were known to be against us. 
But it is not known that paying 
tithes is against us. Yea, it is 
rather known to be a blessing to 
us to pay tithes. Paul eays that 
the things that were against us 
were taken out of the way and 
nailed to the cross, but he dues 
not once name the tithes in this 
respect. 

In describing the priestly order 
that Jesus followed, the writer 
of Hebrews says He followed the 
order of Melchisedec, instead of 
the order of Aaron. The Aaron 
priesthood died with the law, 
but the Melchisedec priesthood 
continued on with Ohrist as 
the priest. The Melchisedec 
priesthood ¥equired paying tithes, 
so did the Aaroni¢ priest- 
hood. But when the law 
stopped the Aardénic priesthood 
stopped, but the Melchisedec 
priesthvod gues right on, so the 
tithes of the Melchisedec priest- 
hood coutinues. We, therefore, 
do not pay tithes because the 
law said pay them, but we pay 
tithes because we are following 
the order of Melchisedec as if 
the law never had been given. 
The tithing started before the 
law, and the law did not stop it. 
The law was added because of 
transgressions until Jesus came 
(Gal. 4:19), then the original 
order of Melchisedec and Abra- 
ham was continued asif there had 
been no law. Then if the order of 
the Melchisedec priesthoud con- 
tinues, which it does, (Heb. 6:20) 
the tithes have to continue in 
order to make it complete. This 
is made clear by the writer of 
Hebrews where the uses the 
tithes in his reference to Abra- 
ham and Melchisedec, and Aaron 
and the children of Israel. 
(Heb. 7:4—9.) 

It is evident that the pay- 
ing of tithes was an important 
matter under the Melchesedec 
priesthood or it would never 





have been mentioned. It was 
embraced ‘in the law because it

The occasion of this text is the 
final overthrow of the powers of 
the wicked, when Jesus and 
His hosts shall triumph and the 
glory so long foretold shall be 
given to the people of God. His 
faithful ones then stand with 
Him. 

Notice, He does not say the 
“professors” or the “church 
members,” or ‘Holiness people”’ 
or ‘Pentecostal people’’ are 
with him, but the OALLED, 
CHOSEN, and FAITHFUL. 
Nothing will stand the test there 
but the genuine article. 

In the present world it is 
rather difficult to distinguish 
sometimes between the true 
saints of God and those who are 
not true, but there will be no 
difficulty then to know; every 
man will appear in His true 
light. 

It will be a gathering or mur- 
tering in of all the faithful of all 
ages. Faithful Abraham and all 
his spiritual children wiil be 
there. It will be worth all the 
self-denial, sacrifice, labor, hard- 
ships and everything else that it 
may possibly cost to be permitted 
to stand with the victors in that 
day. 

God has had His faithful ones 
from the earliest of His dealings 
with men, but the magnitude 
of their numbers will not he 
known until that time when He 
shall gather them from the east 
and west and north and south to 
set down with Him in His king- 
dom.

than a “lying saint.’? A man who 
will take your money or goods 
with the understanding that he 
is to pay and then neglects it, 
and makes no effort to meet his 
obligations is dishonest and 
crooked at heart, therefore is 
far from the class of the faith- 
ful. 

Saint Paul speaks of ‘faithful 
men.”’ If we are to have men 
who are faithful in teaching or 
preaching or working for God we 
must have men who are faithful 
in all the affairs of life. A man 
who is reckless and careless in 
material matters could not be a 
good minister until he learned 
to govern or control himself in 
the smaller matters of life. He 
might be a good speaker ani ap- 
pear good in public, but if 
the smaller things of his life 
were allowed to go unchecked 
he’d do more harm by his life 
than he could do good with his 
words. That’s one trouble among 
us now, some are found to 
be “big preachers” or ‘deep 
preachers’’ or ‘good men’’ when 
in the pulpit away from home, 
but whose lives do not bear in- 
epection at home and in many of 
their business transactions, to 
that they could never be called 
“faithful men.’? Brethren, we 
have got to come to the mark 
or we can’t wear the tag, that’s 
all there is to it. For Jesus says 
“He that is faithful in that 
which is least is faithful also in 
much: and he that is unjust in 
the least is unjust alsoin much.” 
Luke 16:10. 


How many are jlooking for 
opportunities to do big things 
and fill important places, but 
if you are compented to fill larger 
places and do greater things it 
will show in the way you do the 
few smailer things that come 
your way. When God sees that 
your field is too small to take up 
your powers and ability, He will 
enlarge your territory, Watch 
and see if this is not true. God 
will not shut you in a corner 
where there are no _ possibilities 
for the exercise of the faith and 
love and power in your heart. 

In the crowning day it shall 
be said to some :'*Well thou good 
servant: because thou hast been 
faithful in a very little, have 
though authority over ten cities.”

It is not a matter of 
choice with us, but if we are to 
be counted in with those who 
hold these secrets of the wunder- 
ful things of God, we must be 
found faithful. This faithful- 
ness isin all things, not merely 
in public butin every day life 
and under all circumstances, for 
our life and faithfulness is unto 
God and not to men, and God is 
looking at us all the time, 
whether in public service or 
private life God’s eye is upon us 
and weighing every thought, 
word and the very intent of the 
heart, and we are told that if we 


keep the whole law and yet 
affend in one point, we are 


guilty of all. Jas. 2:10.
